1 . The reply filed on March 12, 2001 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): the amendment to the claims has been objected under 37 CFR 1121 
because applicants marked up copy does not correspond with the claims as amended. 

The marked up copy of the claims indicates claims 52-59 are canceled but there exist no direction in 
the amendments section of the response to cancel said claims. Claim 12 contains a change to the ratio 
from "0. 1/1" to 1/1 — . Said change was not included in the marked up copy. As the last line of original 
claim 22 removes [run] but "run" does not exist in the original claim and no corresponding change exist for 
the new claim 22. Furthermore, claim 5 1 changes {49] to — 43 --. But original claim 5 1 was dependent 
on claim 43. 

It is unclear what is applicants' intent. This is particularly true for claims 52-59 which were non- 
elected with traverse. The status of each claim is unclear.
